A United States government bul­ 
letin states that rice forms the prin­ 
cipal food of one-half the population 
of the earth. 
Variety of Uses. 
Through 
our 
own 
South 
there 
are many famous rice dishes such 
as fruit puddings, cakes, croquettes, 
: boiled rice and flaked rice. 
Remembering the food value we 
I suggest its use w.th sockeye salmon 
, or with choice sardines. 
Splendid casserole dishes are made 
with rice and cheese, or rice, fried 
bacon and a can of tomatoes. These 
latter dishes will serve as the main 
j dish of a hearty meal. 
Food Value, 
i 
Rice is a concentrated food. 
It is 
very nutritious and is easily digest- 
1 ible. Analysis shows that it compares 
1 most favorably with 
potatoes. 
Its 
principal food constituent is starch 
1 which turns to sugar in the mouth 
and .supplies the body with heat and 
energy. 
There is also a small per­ 
centage of protein and a wee bit of 
fat. 
Rice flour is richer in fat than 
rice itself; the flour is made of the 
outer covering. 
A good food balance 
is maintained when rice is served 
with bacon or ham. 
In buying rice be sure to get an 
uncoated, or natural finish product. 
The only way you can be assured 
of this is to buy it in the package 
( with the d e s c r ip t io n oil the label. 
Coated rice is barred sale in some 
states. 
It is an 
inferior 
product 
that has been put through a special 
solution to whiten it. 
Wild red rice 
and lower grades are often given 
this treatment to produce the white 
! appearance of high grade products 
that come out of the hullers with the 
natural brown inner coat 
loosened 
and easily removable by the polishing 
pads or brushes. 
| 
The following recipes become very 
popular after having once been tried: 


Rice Pie Crust. 
Line a pie tin with freshly boiled 
drained rice. 
Press rice down care­ 
fully to form a lower crust 1-4 inch 
thick. 
Let stand until set. 
When 
cool, fill with any desired cream or 
fruit filling. 
Cover with a meringue 
or whipped cream. 
Serve the same 
as any pie. 
Rice Griddle Cakes. 
2 eggs, well beaten 
2-3 to I cup sweet milk 
2 tablespoons sugar 
Add I cup well cooked rice 
A pinch of salt 
Use flour enough to make a batter 
and 2 level teaspoons baking powder. 
Mix well in small cakes. 
Bake the 
same as any griddle cakes. 
Rice Muffin*. 
2 1-2 cup flour 
1 cup boiled rice 
2 1-2 teaspoon baking powder 
1-2 teaspoon salt

I egg, well beaten 
1-2 cup melted butter

thoroughly 
flour, 
baking powder and salt. 
Add rice, 
working it with tips of fingers, and 


gradually milk, egg and butter. Bake 
in gem pan* in moderate oven.

T H E FRIENDS OF TREES. 


It is said that two things stood 
out at the meeting of the Texas Hor­ 
ticultural 
Society 
with the 
Texas 
Nurserymen's Association. 
The first 
of these was the enthusiasm of these 
friends of trees and the other was 
the number of hale and hearty old 
men who evidently found pleasure, 
as well as livelihood, in the planting, 
tending and care of trees. 
The in­ 
terest of an old man in a tree has 
been suitably celebrated in verse and 
prose, and yet the zest of life and 
verve that these sturdy tree special­ 
ists get from their active and outdoor 
life shows that they make it wnjrth 
while for themselves as well as for 
their customers and for posterity to 
plant a tree and treat it. with con­ 
sideration though the fruit of it be 
for others. 
The coming together of the men 
who know trees and love trees is of 
great benefit to Texas—-or can be 
made so, if we but profit by the les­ 
sons they delight to make plain to 
a1! who will listen. 
We can learn, 
for example, how a few buckets of 
water, rightly applied, can save a 
tree 
during a 
period 
of 
drouth, 
whereas, without the water or the 
proper application of it, the loss of 
the tree is certain. 
A dead tree is 
something of a tragedy anywhere. 
But it is doubly so when it represents 
an investment of time and money 
and its death means ignorance and 
neglect. 
The day ought to come when al­ 
most every farm in Texas will have 
its orchard— not perhaps a large one, 
nor one in all cases given over to a 
wide variety of fruit— but at least 
a corner where some kind of fruit 
can be raised to give flavor and va­ 
riety to them 
during 
the 
winter 
months as well as while the bearing 
time is at harvest. 
But that day 
will not come until Texans learn 
how to care for trees and how to 
select trees that will pay for their 
upkeep. 
For knowledge of that sort 
we must always go to the friends of 
trees and the true friend of trees 
will always fa’l upon your request 
as a sign of brotherhood and bring 
forth out of the storehouse of his 
experience things new and old for 
your guidance and benefit. 
There 
seems almost to be something about 
the beneficent nature of trees that 
becomes a very part of those who 
make their living among trees and 
with the tending of them. 
T hat’s 
the difference between a real friend 
of trees and a mere salesman 
of 
them.— Galveston News.
